Situation Is 'Critical,' 


White House Secre- 


tary Says 


Washington —(A>— White House 


officials, describing 
the railroad 


financial situation as critical, an- 
nounced today President Roosevelt 
had named three members of the 
inter-state commerce 
commission 


as a special committee to formu- 
late recommendations for imme- 
diate action by congress. 


Chairman M. W. Splawn and 


Commissioners 
Joseph B. East- 


man and Charles D. 
Mahaffie 


were named on the committee at 
a conference attended by repre- 
sentatives of railroads, labor, fi- 
nanciers and the government. 


Stephen T. Early, a presidential 


secretary, said after 
the 
White 


House meeting the president ask- 
ed the three I. C. C. members to 
give him on March 24 a "complete, 
definite and factual recommenda- 
tion" for immediate action by con- 
gress on a problem he described as 
"critical." 
Chairman Splawn told reporters 


one "high authority" had expressed 
the opinion that if real pronomies 
were to be effected by consolida- 
tions, powers 
equivalent to that 


necessary for the government to 
take over the carriers would have 
to be exercised. 
'•That was explained by one 


speaker," 
Splawn said. 
"Other 


views 
were 
expressed, shading 


down to permissive consolidations 
that would result 
in only small 


economies." 
The I. C. C. chairman said the 


speaker expressing the opinion on 
virtually compulsory consolidations 
said strong powers would have to 
be exercised by the government to 
accomplish savings of about $250,- 
000,000. Need Strong Powers 


This speaker, 
Splawn asserted, 


declared that strong powers were 
needed because consolidations 
would run counter to the interests 
of many communities, markets, em- 
ployes' and; managements, f,.-.^ .wrv— 


Another ' opinion expressed, 


Splawn added, was that any sav- 
ings made through consolidations 
would be divided about 70 per cent 
on labor and 30 per cent other- 
wise. 
The 14 men went to the White 


House Tuesday to diagnose railroad 
ills. They were invited to return 
today to suggest the next steps. 


The Tuesday meeting brought to 


Mr. Roosevelt's attention these fun- 
damental elements in the railroad 
situation: 


Present Problem! 


Freight volume is far below nor- 


mal and will not pick up until gen- 
eral business gets better. 


One of the heavy and presently 


inescapable costs to the roads is 
fixed charges 
on capital invest- 


ments, which can be reduced only 
through reorganizations or refinan- 
cing. 
Railroad business has been hard 


hit by truck, bus, ship and barge 
. competition. 


One conferee said reduction of 


fixed costs was the only proposal 
generally accepted as possible of 
immediate accomplishment. 


He disclosed that some of the 


president's advisers questioned the 
wisdom of attacking railroad hold- 
ing companies at this time, lest 
such a course disturb business fur- 
ther. Abolition or strict regulation 
of holding companies had been ad- 
vocated as one means of cutting the 
carriers* financial obligations. 


Mr. Roosevelt reported there was 


general agreement 
that 
holding 


companies served little purpose.

Rescue squads 
rushed out to probe the debris only 
to be driven to cover at 10:25 when 
bombs started falling again in the 
central part of the city. 


In this eighth raid explosives 


blasted apart homes in a poor resi- 
dential district. There five or six 
buildings, six stories 
high, col- 


lapsed. 


12 Workers Killed 


One bomb made a direct hit on a 


shoe factory and 12 workers were 
killed, crushed by heavy wooden 
beams that tumbled about their 
heads.

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TEACHING JUDGES THEIR PLACE 


Instead of reforming the church in 


Germany it seems that Herr Hitler and 
Field Marshall Goehring must finish up 
reforming the courts. 


When the German courts refused to 


send admitted Reds to the ax for the 
Reichstag fire because evidence -was in- 
sufficient the Nazi leaders fumed at "the 
lack of cooperation'1 and no doubt men- 
tioned, too, that the courts wfre apparent- 
ly blind to the mandate Herr Hitler had 
received from the people, mandate in Ger- 
many as elsewhere being a beautiful, use- 
ful and elastic word. 


But now, the German courts have even 


dared to resist Nazi orders backed by all 
the arrogant and autocratic display of 
power which the regime has given the 
Seich during the past five years. 


The court released the rebel pastor 


Niemoeller by merely inflicting upon him 
a punishment co-extensive with the time 
that he had already served in "protective 
arrest," a matter of seven months.' 


"We better not complain too much about 


delays in American courts when we find a 
great cleric with a splendid and brilliant 
record kept seven months in jail without 
chance of bail and without specific charge 
•while the Nazis pondered over his case. 


The court found 
Pastor 
NiemoeUeir 


guilty for "having discussed and criticized 
government measures from the pulpit." It 
had no alternative because a law pro- 
hibiting that very thing was duly passed 
by the Nazi authorities. 


But the rulers of Germany are not 


feeble or impotent in the face of a court 
decision. 
They merely gobbled up the 


clear headed pastor and took him,back 
to prison. They may keep him there sev- 
eral years while they, debate among them- 
selves concerning the charge against him. 
He is perfectly helpless although there 
be no fact nor charge whatever, and al- 
though a judicial tribunal has fixed his 
penalty for past misdemeanors which he 
has satisfied. 


Words from 
other 
constitutions 
are 


bound to come before the eyes,—"no one 
shall be twice put in jeopardy for the same 
offense,"—but it is useless to talk of prin- 
ciples in a nation governed by moods, 
and to consider constitutions in a coun- 
try that suspended its constitution, or to 
even muse upon the general safety and 
justice of judicial tribunals when a man 
like Goebbels may set at naught all the 
decent advantages of civilization between 
gulps at a stein? 


Yes, by all means, the German courts 


need reformation. They are still, although 
tremblingly, a bit old foggyish 
which 


means independent and honest, excepting 
the derisively named new Peoples Courts 
constituted of Nazi party members. 


And yet over the German system has 


not Hitler evolved a great idea by paying 
no attention to courts whatsoever and 
•when they release someone he wishes im- 
prisoned he simply rearrests? 


VANISHING DISEASES 


A single case of smallpox WAS discov- 


ered in Cleveland recently. It was news, 
not because of the seriousness of the di- 
sease but because of its rarity. It is the 
first case in that city since 1931. A spread 
of the disease is not expected: most citi- 
zens are already immunized against it, 
and the. authorities know how to isolate 
the case. 


Only 37 years ago Cleveland had 1,243 


cases of smallpox and 224 deaths from it. 
Less than a century ago it devastated the 
Middle "West. 
Two hundred years ago 


it was one of the great human scourges. 
Today smallpox, bubonic plague, and yel- 
low and typhoid fever have been almost 
eliminated through effective prevention. 
Medical science's victory over that quar- 
tet gives great promise that tuberculosis 
(already declining), pneumonia, cancer 
and certain chronic ailments usually fatal 
will eventually yield to advancing knowl- 
edge and cooperative measures. 


LINDBERGHS FIND PRIVACY 


On March' 12, American newspaper 


readers learned that Col. and Mrs. Charles 
.A. Lindbergh, after a three months' visit, 
had sailed again for England. Except for 
..the-flurry, ot comment when .they arrived 
early last December, their presence had 
been., almost uniformly ignored. 


i ,'f Th'e Lindberghs at-last had"obtained in 
ItfceJr own ^arid;the privacy ".for which they 


•, '-JQ*ed to England;,* ^Reporters did .not dog 
'i.^theirjfooteteps.<Ncnghbors and hotel quests 
j^taught'the^spirit.aiid^if recognizing them, 


seemed to be trying not to pester them 
with undue attention and curiosity. 


Here is a case of improvement in pub- 


lic manners iu which Americans may feel 
satisfaction, but no special pride—^it' is 
what we should have been doing all along. 


AMERICAN ANSCHLUSS 


It is easier to realize the meaning of 


Germany's international policy if we bring 
the picture to America. - Suppose the 
United States were Germany and Austria 
were Canada, and this country were im- 
bued with the Nazi "ideology." 


It would" be apparent then to Ameri- 


cans that Canada, though fancying itself 
independent, was really a part of the Unit- 
ed States, so intended by our American 
God, because the Canadians speak our 
language, have our culture and are mostly 
of our race. 


So President Roosevelt would summon 


Prime Minister Mackenzie King from 
Ottawa for a conference at Warm Springs, 
Ga., and spend three days telling him what 
to do. Mr. King, under great stress and 
in fear of military invasion, would finally 
agree to free Canadians who had been im- 
prisoned for treasonable conspiracy with 
the United States, to give our government 
representation in the Canadian cabinet, 
and make various other concessions. 


Then Canadian converts to the Wash- 


ington policy would put American flags in 
their windows and start parading and 
orating in Toronto and other cities. But 
most of the Canadians would grow more 
and more indignant at such betrayal of 
their national independence. Finally Pre- 
mier King in a last desperate effort to 
save his country would make a radio 
broadcast telling the woild that Canada 
would continue to be the ruler of her own 
house, and urging all loyal Canadians to 
stand firm against aggression. 


Then the blow would fall. Our Presi- 


dent would issue orders prepared for such 
a contingency. American troops and guns 
would be rushed to the Canadian border. 
Our army would seize the Peace Bridge at 
Buffalo and the Ambassador Bridge at De- 
troit, prepare to march across and seize 
Toronto and Ottawa. Whereupon, over- 
whelmingly outnumbered and overpow- 
ered, Canada would be forced to j'ield in 
order to avoid the destruction of her cities 
and the massacre of her people. 


Thus "American ideology" if we in- 


dulged in any such Bad Neighbor Policy, 
would triumph. A pretty picture of civili- 
zation, isn't it? 


OIL. FOR HOW LONG? 


Fears were expressed recently at Wash- 


ington, in reference to the proposed cent- 
a-gallon tax on fuel oil, that our national 
petroleum supply would play out soon. 
"Present drilled reserves,'' it was said, 
would supply oil for less than three years 
at the present rate of production, which 
is about .1,000,000,000 barrels a year. The 
prosoect looked bad for the oil industry. 


It looks belter in a later report from 


the American Petroleum Institute. The 
-Institute's estimate, based on reserves in 
known fields, together with new fields 
where drilling has gone far enough for ac- 
curate calculation, gives this country total 
oil reserves of 15,500,000,000 barrels. That 
would be about enough to last for 15 years 
if the recent average rate of consumption 
were not increased. New reserves found 
last year amounted to almost one years' 
supply. 


Tt,., 
Ti<"i;ti:tc "oints out that the 


"known reserves" are now greater than 
they have ever been. Yet it is evident 
that we aic draining the total supply very 
fast, taking and using up nearly two- 
thirds of the world's production. There is 
no assurance of finding more reserves as 
usual, and sooner or later there will be no 
more. 


Meanwhile consumption continues to 


increase, as new uses are found for this 
wonderful mineral and more oil is burned 
for fuel. There is too much of the "eat, 
drink and be merry" spirit with such re- 
sources. We can make oil from coal when 
we have to, but it will cost more and will 
not be so good. 


NONPARTISAN PORTRAIT 


A new picture hangs in the place of 


honor in the office of the Secretary of the 
United States Treasury. It is a large oil 
likeness of the late Andrew Mellon, Sec- 
retary of the Treasury during three Re- 
publican administrations. 
The picture is 


the gift of the Mellon family. 
No one 


seems to consider it odd that this gift 
should be made and placed in a promi- 
nent position while the treasury depart- 
ment is still trying to collect more taxes 
from Mr. Mellon's estate. 


The United States government belongs 


to no political party. It goes on no mat- 
ter what party j<; in power. Its officials, 
elected or appointed, are public servants 
whose arrival or departure does not affect 
the permanence of the offices they hold or 
the duties that arc to be performed. Par- 
tisan rivalry and even animosity exist, 
but they do not dominate the long-range 
view or lessen the honors due public ser- 
vice honorably rendered. We believe this 
adds to the strength and usefulness of 
democracy.

thru the unbroken skin. The con- 
tribution fails to reveal just what 
the evidence or "proof" is—prob- 
ably the dimwit medical profession 
will accept the" thing as "proved" 
on the mere say-so of the Pooh- 
Bah and his yes-men. So far as the 
article indicates, the "proof" con- 
sists in the fact that the experi- 
menter was able to find some of 
the substances mentioned present 
in the urine after they had been 
applied to the skin 
of the test 


animal. 


We have known for many years 


that certain volatile substances are 
readily dcmonstarted in the urine 
after the substance, say iodm. has 
been applied to the skin. But that 
is by no means good evidence that 
the substance has been absorbed 
thru 1he skin 
WP havf known for 


many years that it is not difficult 
to poison a person with mercury by 
applying mercury ointment to the 
skin in considerable excess and not 
washing it away for a day or two. 
Neither is that proof that mercury 
is absorbed thru the skin. In fact 
intelligent physicians 
have long 


recognized that the systemic ef- 
fects in such instances are due to 
inhalation of the iodin or thr mer- 
cury which is volatilized by friction 
and by the heat of the body. 


Eastern reader had lead poison- 


ing last summer. His doctor said he 
was poisoned by lead paint which 
he absorbed thru his hands and 
that had be worn gloves he would 
not have been poisoned. The pa- 
tient, a painter by trade, says he 
had inhaled a good deal of dust

The physician in this instance is in 
a sad minority. All authorities now 
agree that lead poisoning in' in- 
dustry is almost entirely from in- 
halation of lead fumes or lead dust

swallowed in the saliva, but the 
poisoning is chiefly from lead en- 
tering thru the respiratory mucous 
membrane.

ing may find comfort in the ap- 
parent determination of the Great 
Pooh-Bah to keep the human hide 
permeable, if only to malic n mon- 
kev out of me.

I'm 
still willing to stake everything on 
a fair, scientifically controlled test 
on my own skin if anybody of 
standing lias the courage to accept 


j the challenge.

UTLUflNG THE HISTORY of Ireland in a St. Patrick's day address 
before members of the Reading club Wednesday afternoon at the 
home of. Mrs. Clyde Chapelle. 108 N. Green Bay street. Judge 


Thomas H. Ryan said one of the greatest contributions the Irish race had 
made to civilization was belief in God and a future life. 


Lack ol that belief. Judge Ryan declared, was at the bottom of the per- 


secutions and intolerance now rife in such countries as Germany. Spain. 
Russia and Mexico. 


"If Hitler. Stalin or any of the others believed in a future life, they 


wouldn't be doing the things they are doing," he said. 


Explaining that St. Patrick ras Ireland's patron saint because he had 


brought Christianity to the island. Judge Ryan went on to say that Ire- 
land was one of the first civilized countries in Europe. It was a federated 
nation when England was still a Roman colony and France a welter of 
small tribal communities. 
! 


The Irish 
lived 
peaceably by 


themselves for about 1,000 years 
before foreign aggression imperi- 
led their liberties, the judge point- 
ed out For 200 years they fought 
the Danes, the first invaders, and 
finally, in 1014. drove them back 
into the sea. Then came the Nor- 
man invaders, landing on 
Irish 


soil in 1169. 


From that day to the present 


England never 
has been driven 


from Ireland, but at no time during 
the centuries have the Irish admit- 
ted defeat. Judge Ryan asserted. 


He told of Cromwell's invasion 


of the country and how his atroci- 
ties there had been repaid by the 
Irish in the American revolution, 
when more than one-third of the 
rebel army was Irish. 


For the Ireland of today Judge 


Ryan favors 
unity. Disregarding 


the supposition that the Irish pro- 
vince of Ulster, because it is large- 
ly Presbyterian, favors unity with 
England rather than with Ireland, 
he declared that religion had noth- 
ing to do with it. Thousands of 
Presbyterians in Ulster 
are for 


separation from England, he said, 
and some of the greatest leaders 
of Irish liberty were Protestants.

WOODLAND MANAGEMENT AND THE BOY 


By Robert Page Lincoln 
I 


N THE 4-H MOVEMENT the proposition of saving the farm woodland 
occupies considerable attention, inasmuch as here the youth on the 
farm can be of very great assistance indeed. Hitherto the farm wood- 


land has never been looked upon as a factor of great importance. It has 
been a source of fuel supply and occasional timbers, as needed, for the 
farm, but never that it has been given the serious thought that it truly 
deserves. If any cutting is done, then clean cutting is the case, which is to 
say that everything is cut clean, leaving only brush piles and stumps be- 
hind. Such land eventually is used as third rate pasture land, but the 
amount of forage to be derived from the same is scarcely worthy of at- 
tention. Such land is generally the least valuable acreage on the farm. 


In the eastern half of the United States the practice of caring for and 


building up the farm \VoodIand is a \\ ell established fact. It is considered 
a crop like all other crops grown on the land. The mature trees are weed- 
ed out, while the young trees that spring up take their places. Thus a 
well balanced woodland has trees in every size and degree of growth from 
the merest saplings up to the mature trees that are ready to be cut and 
withdrawn. Such woodlands have been known to yield their owners as 
much as some of the best crops taken from the land, in fact some 10 and 
15 acre woodlands are known to 
pay the owners returns of from $1,- 
000 on up, annually. This may seem 
surprising to some, and yet the sci- 
entifically managed farm woodlanc 
can be brought to a stage where it 
will pay more per acre than any 
other crop. This is especially true 
where trees, such as maples, are 
grown, which same can be tapped 
in the interest of maple syrup pro- 
duction. Such woodlands are likelj 
to double the earnings of the farm 
owner.

Occupies Big Place 


Possibly many older farmers are 


immune to the idea of setting aside 
a woodland for scientific manage- 
ment, and yet this occupies a big 
place in the activities of the 4-H 
movement. Often the farmer is at 
wit's end to find a reason for keep- 
ing his boy on the farm. Yet it has 
been known in hundreds of in- 
stances where the turning over of 
the woodland on the farm to the 
boys has meant all the differences 
in. the world; it has given them an 
incentive to work for. There are 
now numbered in the 4-H move- 
ment hundreds of boys who have 
taken full charge of their home 
woodlands, and have made them a 
thriving success. 
A great number 


of 4-H boys have planted the shad- 
ier portions of such woodlands to 
ginseng and golden seal, with rath- 
er remarkable results. When one 
considers that ginseng sells for up- 
wards of five dollars a pound, some 
idea as to what value can be de- 
rived from a standing woodland 
It needs a little imagination to vis- 
ion the possibilities that are to be 
found in a woodland. Unless we 
abar.don this practice of cutting 
clean as we go, thus making the 
earth bald, we will eventually be 
up against a very severe problem, 


do not wish that to happen. We 


must depend upon our youth to not 
only save the woodlands, but build 
them up, re-vitalize them, make 
them a paying proposition. 


Unfortunately few farmers are 


aware what 
is demanded when 


asked to set a woodland aside to 
be used for a scientifically managed 
woodland purpose. Many farmers 
would heed the rule not to cut 
clean, but they still would want 
to pasture the land with livestock. 


Can't Be Used For Grazing 


Pasturing a woodland and hoping 


that it can still be used as a timber 
producer has little of merit to it 
Only where the woodland is set 
aside, and is not grazed at all, can 
anything be expected. Cattle and 
livestock in general tramp down the 
ground, they over-crop the vegeta- 
tion, especially cutting down the 
sprouts and saplings, thus effectu- 
ally killing the future crop of trees 
—these and other destructive agents 
are met with when the woodland is 
grazed and over run with livestock. 
With livestock kept out, and the 
woodland permitted to grow as na- 
ture meant it to grow, the small 
sprouts and saplings quickly as- 
sume shape and come to represent 
the trees that are to take the place 
of the mature ones that are to be 
withdrawn. Only where the wood- 
land is managed in this manner 
can it be considered worthy of its 
name. It must be reserved in its 
natural state or it can -never be 
shaped into a profitable unit on the 


farm. How much better it would 
be for farmers to seed down tame 
hay or grass pastures on their land, 
which would give double the forage 
that can be derived in woodlands 
where the cattle range free and 
crop down the undergrowth. Usu- 
ally every farm has eight to ten 
acres that could just as well be set 
aside to tame pasture that arc now 
relatively unproductive. 


To the boy on the farm—in fact 


any boy who comes in contact with 
the woods the woodland is a small 
sized kingdom in itself. 
Let the 


boy reign supreme in that wood- 
land, his to shape with.loving care 
and build up to still greater den- 
sity, and I am sure that he will not 
soon want to part with it, and prob- 
ably will always want to be near 
it. This is a fact that has been 
found out in a study of .the 4-H 
movement. The boys do like the 
woods and if given their way about 
it, these woods will and can be 
scientifically managed to the extent 
that they will not eventually be- 
come an eye-sore in the shape of 
stumps and brush piles, mute evi- 
dence of man's utter carelessness 
and neglect

The employer, on the other 
hand, had interfered with collec- 
tive bargaining, according to the 
findings of the board, and therefore 
a federal law had been violated. 


GRIN AND BEAR IT 


By Llchty 


Wha» should the board do? It did 


not, of course, wish to condone the 
violation 
of a federal law. So it j 


stuck to the proposition that, even 
if the state laws had been violated, 
the ruling must be against the em- 
ployer who was guilty 
no matter 


what the employes had done. 


No quarrel could be found with 


this reasoning if the decision were 
confined to an order to the em- 
ployer to refrain from future inter- 
ference with the collective bargain- 
in? processes. But the labor board 
went beyond any such judgment. It 
insisted that sit-down 
strikers, in- 


cluding those who had confessedly 
participated in damaging property 
of the employer, 
should 
be put 


back to work. 


Condonced Violence 


The labor board thus condoned 


violence not only by failing to con- 
demn the actions of the workers 
who had attacked 
deputies and 


damaged company property, but by 
insisting that 
a worker who has 


sufficient provocation to commit an 
illegal act while on a strike is not 
in any different status than the law- 


"Oh. I can't wait till we cet to a port—mother told me to write her 


every day." 


abiding workc*. If anything is cal- 
culated to encourage what virtually 
amounts to a lynch law doctrine, it 
is this ruling of the labor 
board. 


The decision says in part: 


'Some of the missiles thrown by 


the men were 
intended for the 


purpose of breaking the windows; 
others were undeniably aimed at 
the attacking deputies. While the 
equipment was damaged by this 
barrage, as well as by the deputies' 
bomb- there is no evidence that any 
malicious sabotage of equipment 
took place " 


From this it will be inferred that 


a sit-aown strike and acts of vio- 
lence are all right 
if there is no 


"sabotage of equipment" and that 
the breaking 
of windows on em- 


ployers" property is also all right 
provided not too many of them are 
brpken or too much damage is not 
done which could be construed as 
"malicious sabotage." 


This is a strange line of thought 


for the labor board to take since it 


is tantamount to condoning an in- 
cendiary who sets fire to a build- 
ing arid says: "What difference does 
it make, only a few windows were 
broken—and 
besides it was all 


covered by insurance anyway." 


Discriminated • 


It is true the employer 
in this 


case put back to work of his own 
initiative 
some 
of the 
sit-down 


strikers, so he was in a sense dis- 


j criminating when he failed to take 
| them all back. But the employer 
evidently felt justified in refusing 
to continue an 
employer-employe 


relationship 
with 
those workers 


v/ho he found were guilty of injur- 
ing his property. If he1 accepted 
some who he felt had been unduly 
influenced by others 
or had not 


participated in acts of violence even 
though members 
of the striking 


unit, the employer was exercising a 
right-to - hire - and - fire privilege 
which had nothing to do with his 
attituoe toward unionism at all. 


Indeed, had the board wished, it 


could have ruled

Violation of Law 


A sit-down strike is a violation of 


state law because it is an act of 
trespass. Workers who engage in it 
become law-breakers and it is ex- 
tremely doubtful 
if the supreme 


court'of the United States will ever 
order an 'employer 
to 
reinstate 


workers who have been guilty of 
violating the laws of the state. In 
this instance, too, an injunction 
was violated. 


Those who commit acts of vio- 


lence in defiance of law are truly 
lawless characters. 
They 
do not 


stand on the same footing as law- 
abiding workers who have been 
displaced by lock-outs or who en- 
gage in a lawful strike. The Wag- 
ner act permits the labor board to 
reinstate workers who have gone 
on strike when they are 
refused 


recognition or the opportunities of 
collective bargaining as defined in 
this same statute. But for the labor 
board to say that a lawless charac- 
ter must be given back his job even 
though; the employer himself was 
guilty of a refusal to bargain col- 
lectively in the 
first 
place 
is 


simply going to add more disputes 
to labor relations and defeat The or- 
iginal purpose of the Wagner law, 
which was to set up a board that 
would by its rulings and decisions 
tend to diminish the number of la- 
bor disputes. 


Faulty Proposal 


Not long ago, the National Asso- 


ciation of Manufacturers declared in 
their labor platform that employ- 
ers should not be required to deal 
with unions or with workers who 
engage in unlawful acts and this 
correspondent 
took 
the position 


that this was a faulty proposal be- 
cause employers would then be set- 
ting themselves up 
as judges of 


what was or was not an unlawful 
act by workers. My thought was 
that the federal and state govern- 
ments are able now to exclude un- 
ion leaders or followers who en- 
gaged in violence from the benefits 
of any 
employment relationship, 


but that the illegality itself has to

Die Could be Saved 


Madison — Cancer claimed 3.899 


lives in Wisconsin last year and 
ranks as the second major cause of 
death, according to the bureau of 
vital statistics of the state board of 
health. 


Cancer has risen in the last twen- 


ty-five years from sixth to second 
place m the rank of killers' of man- 
kind—yet today because of scien- 
tific progress there is more reason 
for hope about this disease than 
ever before, according to the Amer- 
ican Society for the Control of Can- 
cer. 


This sharp increase in the rate 


of death from cancer may well be 
more statistical than real, according 
to authorities. They point out that 
two factors contribute largely to it: 


Improved Diagnoses 


1. The upward trend m age levels 


of our population. As more people 
live longer, reaching the so-called 
cancer belt—over forty—there are 
naturally more deaths from this 
malignant disease. Improved tech- 
niques for dealing with tubercu- 
losis, malaria, 
scarlet fever, etc..

them cancer. 


2. Improved d i a g n o s t i c tech- 


niques: when a person dies of can- 
cer now it is recognized as such. 
Lack of skill in diagnosis usually 
explains the legends that certain 
primitive peoples, among them the 
American Indians, never had can- 
cer.

I could not ima- 
gine any way to account for the 
abandoned Malay defenses.
